Rules Governing Pupils Riding School Buses and School Activity Vehicles 


Pupils being transported are under authority of the bus driver. 
Fighting, wrestling, or boisterous activity is prohibited on the bus. 
Pupils shall use the emergency exit only in case of emergency. 
Pupils shall be on time for the bus both morning and evening. 


Pupils shall not bring firearms, weapons, or other potentially hazardous material on the bus. 


Pupils shall not bring animals, except approved assistance guide animals on the bus. 

Pupils shall remain seated while bus is in motion. 

Pupils may be assigned seats by the bus driver. 

When necessary to cross the road, pupils shall cross in front of the bus or as instructed by the bus driver. 
Pupils shall not extend their hands, arms, or body parts through bus windows. 

Pupils shall have written permission to leave the bus other than at home or school. 

Pupils shall converse in normal tones; loud or vulgar language is prohibited. 

Pupils shall not open or close windows without permission of driver. 

Pupils shall keep the bus clean, and must refrain from damaging it. 

Pupils shall be courteous to the driver, to fellow pupils, and passersby. 


Pupils who refuse to obey promptly the directions of the driver or refuse to obey regulations may forfeit their 
privilege to ride buses. 


Rules Governing Pupils Riding School Buses and School Activity Vehicles must be kept posted in a 
conspicuous place in all school buses, type 20, and type 21 activity vehicles.

What Is a FAFSA? 


All college students are expected to contribute towards their education costs. How much you and 
your family will be expected to contribute depends on your financial situation — and is what’s 
called your Expected Family Contribution (EFC). 


The Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) is the form the U.S. Department of 
Education (ED) requires to determine your Expected Family Contribution (EFC). The 
government conducts a “need analysis” based on financial information, such as income, assets, 
and other family information, which you (and your parents if you are a dependent student) will 
be asked to provide. 


Your application is examined by a federal processor and the results are sent by computer to the 
financial aid offices of the colleges you’ve chosen. 


The FAFSA is the application most colleges use to determine eligibility for federal, state, and 
college-sponsored financial aid, including grants, educational loans, and work-study programs. 


Eligibility 


Nearly every student is eligible for some form of financial aid, including low-interest Federal 

Stafford and/or parent PLUS loans, regardless of income or circumstances, provided that you: 
e areaU.S. citizen, a U.S. national, or an eligible non-citizen; 

have a valid Social Security Number; 

have a high school diploma or GED; 

are registered with the U.S. Selective Service (if you are a male ages 18 to 25); 

complete a FAFSA promising to use any federal aid for educational purposes; 

do not owe refunds on any federal student grants; 

are not in default on any student loans; and 

have not been found guilty of the sale or possession of illegal drugs during a 

period when you received federal student aid.

Online is a computer-based adaptive test, which means it self-adjusts during test-taking in re- 
sponse to each individual student’s performance. Paper and pencil tests are also available and 
used for some exams, such as the OAKS writing test. 


The OAKS assessments are criterion-referenced tests, which means that your child will only 
compete against him or herself, rather than be compared against the group. The Oregon As- 
sessment of Knowledge and Skills measures how well students have mastered the challenging 
Oregon Content Standards, and reports student performance in each subject using the follow- 
ing five levels: 1) Exceeds, 2) Meets, 3) Nearly Meets, 4) Low, 5) Very Low. 


While students’ OAKS assessment scores will not affect their grade-level promotion or reten- 
tion, school districts may take action in cases of under-performing students. At a minimum, 
OAKS test results identify students who need additional assistance. If your child is struggling 
with OAKS testing, be proactive. Talk to your child’s teachers and find out what you can do to 
support learning at home.

MESSAGE FROM THE PRINCIPAL 


Dear Jewell Community, 


It’s hard to believe that 2014 is already here! We have only been back at school for a few 
weeks but the students and teachers are back in the groove of teaching and learning. During 
the next few weeks we will be administering the first round of OAKS Reading Assessments 
at all levels, and I wanted to give you a little bit of background of the test itself. 


The Oregon Assessment of Knowledge and Skills, also known as OAKS, measures the pro- 
gress of students from 3rd grade to 8th grade, and 11th grade. Parents and caregivers will 
want to learn more about Oregon’s statewide assessment which now features OAKS Online, 
a new online testing system. Results from the OAKS tests provide data that will help par- 
ents/caregivers, teachers, and students recognize areas of achievement and areas for im- 
provement for academic performance in reading, math, writing, science, and social studies. 


The Oregon Assessment of Knowledge and Skills is aligned to Oregon state standards, 
which define what students should learn each year. OAK tests are given as follows: 
3rd and 6th Grades: OAKS tests in reading and math. 

4th and 7th Grades: OAKS tests in reading, math, and writing. 

5th and 8th Grades: OAKS tests in reading, math, and science. 

11th Grade: OAKS tests in reading, math, writing, and science. 


In fifth, eighth, and eleventh grades, schools may also give an optional OAKS social studies 
assessment. 


The OAKS Online system is used for reading, math, science, and social studies tests. OAKS 
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The senior class of 2014 will be presenting their senior projects on January 15th at 7:00 p.m. 
in the high school. 


We invite everyone to the presentation to view all the hard work our seniors class members 
have put into their individual projects.

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From the Superintendent: 


Our current Jewell High School graduation class, the Class of 2014, is the first class to have to pass the 
Oregon Department of Education Essential Skills requirement in reading, writing and mathematics to receive a 
regular high school diploma. Recently | have been asked what exactly does this mean so | thought to include 
some information in the newsletter that may be helpful. 


What are the Essential Skills? 

The Oregon Diploma Essential Skills are process skills that are foundational for learning and designed to equip 
students with what they need to be successful in college, the workplace, and their communities. Students learn 
and apply essential skills in all subject areas, both in the classroom and outside of school. 


The nine Essential Skills are: 

* Read and comprehend a variety of text 

* Write clearly and accurately 

* Apply mathematics in a variety of settings 

* Listen actively and speak clearly and coherently 

* Think critically and analytically 

* Use technology to learn, live, and work 

* Demonstrate civic and community engagement 

* Demonstrate global literacy 

* Demonstrate personal management and teamwork skills 


Why do we need Essential Skills? 

Over the last several decades, the need for skilled workers has grown dramatically. Today, more jobs available 
to graduates require higher-level skills. Employers, however, are recognizing that success in virtually any job 
depends upon a common set of essential skills. Students must be proficient in these essential skills in order to 
adapt to rapid advances in technology and our changing world economy. These same skills also enhance a 
person’s ability to function effectively as students, consumers, and citizens. 


What does this mean for students? 

To better prepare all students for successful futures, essential skills proficiency is now a requirement of the 
new Oregon Diploma. Beginning with the graduating class of 2012, students must demonstrate proficiency in a 
set of identified essential skills before they leave high school. Students will have multiple chances and a variety 
of assessment options to show that they can meet the requirements. The Essential Skills have been being 
phased in since Fall 2008. The implementation timeline adopted by the State Board of Education in August 
2009 has been as follows: 


* Class of 2012: Pass Reading Essential Skills for graduation 
* Class of 2013: Pass Reading and Writing Essential Skills for graduation 
* Class of 2014: Pass Reading, Writing and Mathematics Essential Skills for graduation 


The remaining Essential Skills will be phased-in over subsequent years with a timeline yet to be determined. 


How do students meet this requirement? 
The State Board approved three assessment options for these essential skills. Students may choose one of 
the following options: 


* Oregon State Test (OAKS) — reading and math score 236, writing 40 
* Local assessments consistent with state criteria, or 
* Approved national standardized test such as SAT, ACT, PSAT 


Currently our Jewell High School Seniors are working very hard to meet these challenging requirements. The 
teachers and administration continue to have conversations about needed adjustments in curriculum and 
instruction to give our students the best opportunity to be successful on these assessments. 


Dear Jewell Community, 

As I explained in last month’s newsletter we are in the middle of giving the OAKS Assessment 
in math, reading, writing, and science. In addition to those tests we will be piloting the grade 3 — 
8 math portion of the new Smarter Balanced Assessment which will be replacing OAKS starting 
next year. The reason for volunteering to be a pilot school is to give our students and teachers an 
opportunity to see the new tests in action and to better prepare our students for the upcoming 
changes. 


The Smarter Balanced Assessments were developed to align to the Common Core State 
Standards (CCSS). You might remember that CCSS are the new standards that are being 
implemented around the United States to insure that our kids are ready to enter college after 
graduation. The Smarter Balanced Assessments go beyond multiple-choice questions to include 
written response and technology enhanced items that allow students to demonstrate critical- 
thinking and problem-solving skills. I have included an example of a 3 grade math problem. 


Five swimmers compete in the 50-meter race. The finish time for each swimmer is shown. 
Explain how the results of the race would change if the race used a clock that rounded to 
the nearest tenth. 


As you can see there is much more thought and explanation that our students are expected to 
provide for this type of assessment. The Jewell School will be training staff and students during 
the remainder of this year and into the future to prepare them. If you have any questions about 
any of our programs do not hesitate to ask.

HEAD LICE (PEDICULOSIS) PROTOCOL 


Head lice are parasitic insects that infest the human scalp and attach their eggs to the hair shaft. Lice are not 
able to hop or fly; they move by crawling. They are most commonly spread by direct head-to-head contact 
and have also been known to be spread by the sharing of clothing and hair accessories of the infested person. 
Lice are not known to transmit any contagious diseases and are not an indication of poor hygiene. Lice 
infestations are a nuisance and burdensome because they can cause itching, redness, and sores. 


There are over-the-counter and prescription medications available for treatment of head lice infestations. 


Management of Head Lice: 


¢ To prevent embarrassment or social stigma, the student’s infestation will be kept confidential. 
¢ A private and confidential screening of the symptomatic student will be performed by the district 
nurse, if available, or a trained school staff member. 
e Iflive lice or nits are found, the parent or guardian will be notified and the student will be sent home 
for treatment. 
¢ The parent or guardian will be given written information on head lice and recommended treatments. 
If they have questions or concerns regarding treatment, they will be encouraged to contact their 
healthcare provider for treatment advice. 
¢ The student will be allowed to return to school after being treated and the student has no live lice or 
nits found on inspection. The district nurse, or in the absence of the district nurse, a trained school 
staff member will check the student before re-entering the classroom. If live lice or nits are found, 
the parent or guardian will be notified and the student will be sent home. If no lice or nits are found, 
the student will be allowed to return to class. Persistent or recurrent cases of lice may be referred to 
the district nurse for consultation with the family. 
e Family responsibilities are: 
a. Promptly treating their student with an effective treatment prior to student returning to school. 
b. Checking family members for lice and treat if found. 
ce. Rechecking student daily and removing any nits that are found for two weeks following 
treatment. 
d. If over-the-counter treatment is ineffective contacting their primary care provider for advice. 
e. Follow recommendations for Prevention and Control in the home. 


Prevention and Control: 


¢ Do not share clothing such as hats, scarves, coats, sports uniforms, hair ribbons, or barrettes. 

¢ Do not share combs, brushes, or towels. Disinfect combs and brushes used by an infested person by 
soaking them in hot water (at least 130°F) for 5-10 minutes. 

e Machine wash and dry clothing, bed linens, and other items that an infested person wore or used 
during the two days before treatment using the hot water (130°F) laundry cycle and the high heat 
drying cycle. Clothing and items that are not washable can be sealed in a plastic bag and stored for 
two-weeks. 

¢ Vacuum the floor, furniture, and car, particularly where the infested person sat or lay. 

¢ Do not use fumigant sprays or fogs. They are not necessary to control head lice and can be toxic if 
inhaled or absorbed through the skin.

Conjunctivitis (Pink Eye) 
What is Conjunctivitis? 


Conjunctivitis is the term to describe the inflammation of the conjunctiva. This is the thin, 
filmy membrane that covers the inside of your eyelids and the white part of your eye. This 
condition is most commonly known as “pink eye” and can be caused by a virus, bacteria or 
allergies. 


Symptoms of pinkeye may include: 

Redness in the white of the eye or the inner eyelid 

Itching, burning or gritty feeling 

Increased tearing, watering or colored drainage 

Crusting of eyelashes in the morning, at times gluing the eyes shut 
Mild swelling of eyelids 


Since viral and bacterial pinkeye are contagious and spread very easily the school will 
exclude students with these symptoms and recommend that they be seen by a physician for 
a diagnosis and proper treatment. Students can return to school with a note from their 
physician. 


It is also important to practice good hygiene to prevent the spread of pinkeye. Such as: 
Wash hands often 

Use a tissue to wipe eyes and throw it away 

Avoid reusing towels, washcloths and tissues to wipe face and eyes 

Change pillowcase frequently 

Do not share eye cosmetics 

Clean contacts properly 


Communicable Disease Appendix II 
Letter to Parents Regarding When Not to Send a Child to School 


Dear Parent/Guardian: 


DO NOT SEND AN ILL CHILD TO SCHOOL. If your child is ill or his/her fever is higher 
than 103 degrees, contact your health care provider for advise. If you need help in 
finding a health care provider, you may contact your local health department. 


Children with measles, chicken pox / shingles, Fifth disease, rubella, and hepatitis may 
cause dangerous illness in others, so please call the office if your child has any of these 
diagnoses. 


When Should | Keep My Child Home? 


Fever greater than 100.5 degrees (orally). 


Te perature below 100 degrees (orally) for a 
minimum of 24 hours without the use of Tylenol 


Rash or rash with fever — new or sudden 
onset.
